The fire, which started in one of the 


hoisting engine' rooms in the "china" 
vein 750 feet beneath trie surface, the

certain sections of Italy an indefinite power 


enforced by terrorism. Whether it is true or false that we 
have had an extension of the power of this organization 
into the United States in the shape of the "Black Hand," 
the allegation Rives us a conception of what the Camorra 
has done in Sicily, Calabria and Rome, until Its power over 
the people has become greater than that,of the govern- 
ment. 


The Camorra was originally a secret organization direct- 


id to fight by all means, fair or foul, against the abso- 
•;te government that dominated Italy before Garibaldi and 
Savour had worked out her freedom. In that role the or- 
ranlsation evoked sympath, though Us acts went to re- 
'Cltlng lengths. 
But when the cause was won the secret 


organization remained and was easily perverted into sys- 
•emalic blackmail and robbery. 
The people, at first at- 


tached to it on account of its original championship of their 
freedom, later became subject to it through its terrors. 


. It is one of the peculiar features of the trial that there is 
.mong- the people considerable sympathy for the prisoners, 
not because they are considered innocent, but that it seems 
nequitable to the people that they should be punished for 
acts that have been familiar for two generations. 


That feeling Is not, however, confined to any single cotin- 
ry. Try to punish white leaguers or night riders in the 
ocalities where they prevail, and you will run against the 
same popular prejudice. 
Indeed, the highest blossom, 


hough not the most popular one, of the same tendency is 
n the cry that to punish gross corporate abuses is "attack- 
ng'business." The Camorra. is a case in which that false

building," said .Mr. Dnnnells. "Oh, no.

regard to its exterior it is going to 
show off to better advantage. • We 
have got a handsome public square, 
you know.

HOW TO MAKE CURRANT BREAD 


Housewives who ha.ve heard about the wholesomeness of Currant 


Bread and hnow that it is as nourishing as it is "good to eat" will ap- 
preciate these two new .recipes: 


No. 1.—Scald 2% cups milk. 
When cool add three tablespoon- 


fuls sugar, a little salt, and butter the size of an egg. Dissolve % com- 
presed yeast cake in half cup warm water and add to ' milk. 
Stir in 


flour enough to make a batter and add, one pound of currants washed 
and dried. Add flour. . When raised knead again and place in pans for 
baking. Be sure to allow enough time for bread to raise in the pans. 


No. 2—Scald (do not 'boil) 1% cups sweet milk 'and one cup 


water. /\Vhen tepid add % cake compressed yeast, two tablespoonfuls 
of sugar and a tcaspoonful of salt. 
Stir in enough whole-wheat flour 


to make a stiff hatter.' Allow to raise. When light add one egg. one 
tablespoonfnl of melted butter. 1^ cups of cleaned and dried cufrants. 
Beat well, then add whole-wheat flour to make a soft dough. 
Work 


well, mould into two'loaves, let raise until light, and then bake thor- 
oughly.

here that you find Jesus as a great 
physician, here you see him as a helper.

Here 
you behold him working miracles to 
raise the sick and the dead.

fore It is called the gospel of human- 
ity. I suppose you know the setting of 
the text. 
Our Master is on his way 


to Jericho.' 
Multitudes/ of beggars 


throng the way in these days. I hud to 
flRht my way into Jericho. I had ac- 
tually to battle with th« people to get 
into Gethsemane. 
They thronged us 


on every side. This was especially true 
in the days of Jesus. A Wind beggar 
sat by the wayeide. He heard that the 
Master was coming, and long before 
you could have seen him with your 
<?ycB, he heard him as tha blind' only 
can hear. 
Springing to his feet when 


ho'knew that Jesus was approaching 
ho cried out, saying, "Tell mo, who Is 
coming?" And some one, to q'uitt his 
cries, speaks in the words of the text: 
"Jesus of Nazareth passeth by." 


Tho Fact of Christ. 


And he is still passing by. He is the 


central figure, in history. 
Take him 


away, and you have lost the keystone 
of the arch; lose sight,ot him, and th> 
foundation stone is gone;

Lis still'passing by. I suppose there is

[George Washington lived and

the Son of God as well. If he existed 
we know what he claimed for himself,

He 
s making his presence known in the 
pleadings of your mother.

while ago you would have laughed at 
the tears, the pleadings, of your .wife 
or yeur friend.

tears move you as no power of preach- 
ing can stir you. It Is Jesus of Naz- 
areth passing by. 


Going through the northern part of 


the United Stat—, we stopped at a, cer- 
tain city Just to receive two of our 
special' workers. Two thousandjpeople,' 
I suppose, came to say farewell to-the 
parting evangelists, and to offer a 
word of greeting -to u». Ju»t as we 
•were 'about to move out, the engineer 
stepped .up on . the rear platform.

wa» Introduced to him. • A friend said 
he was'not a Christian. I besought 
him to yield to Christ. He said, "What 
shall I do, sir?" 
And I said, "An- 


nounce,to these two thousand people 
here, that you have become e. Chris- 
tian." 
"Well, sir," he said, "I, coul<! 


not speak myself, but you speak It.' 
So I told, them the engineer ' of our 
train had become a Christian. 
Later 


we were thundering away in '.he dark- 
ness up toward the. north, and the en- 
gineer came back in the train,'and he 
said, "I have had two presidents of the 
tinned States as passengers in my 
htlme. 
President Theodore .Roosevelt 


and. President Grant.I took''.through 
this country, but this is the first time 
in all my career that I have ever had 
the Saviour with me. I have got him, 
1 have got him." 


They told me that many of his train 


crew came to Christ. Why was it, do 
you think? I utterly disclaim any in- 
fluence I might have had.' I deprecate 
the power of any other man who may 
have spoken to him. I know why he 
came. They say that when he went to 


God. In the days of our civil war a 
soldier was hurrying over the battle- 
field, and he saw a soldier who was 
dying, and stooped down to help him. 
The dying man said to hlm,."I wish I 
could do something for you.

And then the 
boy took the pen in nis fast-stiffening 
fingers and^ wrote this, "For Charlie's 
sake." The' war ended. The father of 
that boy was a great judge In one of 
our American cities. One day the sol- 
dier with the soiled envelope came into 
his office. 
The. clerks would not let 


him in to see the Judge. 
They said, 


"The Judge is busy. You cannot see 
-him." He waited on the outside. 


Pretty soon the door opened and the 


judge was hurrying past him, when the 
soldier stepped out with this soiled en- 
velope' The judge thought it was the 
plea, of a begger,-and waved ,hlm to 
one *lde. But the soldier stepped for- 
ward.again and held the note up. And 
the father saw his hoy's name, "For 
Charlie's sake." He turned and looked 
again. Then he threw his arms around 
he soldier, and said, "You come back 
nto my office." 
He burst into' tears, 


and; said, "Everything I have is yours. 
You may live in my home. You may 
iave-the advantage of my position.

i tb*_««rly part of the year 1838 


W. Dtwvon. afterwards a lawyer 


and latw editor of the Fort Wayne 
TUDM, a newspaper that was started 
ia '1840 »nd published for some years 
afterward, came to Fort Wayne. He 
wai an Interesting and vigorous writer, 
a-clo»e itudent of tbe early hietory 
of Fort Wayn«. and when he became 
th« editor of the Time* he published 
a Mriw of articles In his paper con- 
cerning the city's early history that 
ww* of great value to later local his- 
torians. 


Ore of these series of articles was 


a description of Fort Wayne In regard 
to the location of the business houses 
and many of the prominent residences 
a« he viewed them in 1838. immediately 
after coming here. The articles were 
written and published In 1860. and. as 
a matter of course, Mr. Pawson carried 
fljjnself back in memory twenty-two 
y«ar«. They present a view ot Fort 
Wayne In 1838 that, undoubtedly, will 
l>« more interesting reading now than 
then, ana for that reason Th* Sentinel 
today gives the series publication. 


Shortly after the 
Inauguration of 


Lincoln as president. Mr. Pawson, who 
was an ardent republican and active In 
politics, was appointed 
governor of 


Utah. Hl» administration of affairs In 
Utah was vigorous and he incurred the 
hatred of this Mormon saints. 
After 


3«avlng Salt Lake City he was waylaid, 
robbed and maltreated, suffering In- 
juries from which he never fully re- 
covered. Hl« death occurred in 1876. 


Th* word picture of Fort Wayne as 


he saw it in 1838 was written In I860 
and- In describing locations In 1838 he 
compires them with those of 1SCO, so 
»» to rive his readers a better under- 
standing. In the perusal of his writ- 
Ings this fact should b» taken into con- 
sideration. 


At the time of which he writes, in 


IMS., Fort Wayne had a population ot 
*boiit.1,000. Hl.i picture of Fort Wayne 
th»n-l» as follows: ' 


Fort Waynt in 1838. 


"As,we n«»red the 
town of Fort 


Wayne,on. March 6, 1838, rounding the 
turn, of the Piqua roaa. about 160 rods 
south of the present crossing at the 
flnlon railroad depot, we beheld the 
•t«epl« of the old brick court house. 
•which stood on the spot where Is now 
dug the foundation for a new nnd spa- 
clous one on the public square. 


"Our feelings were delightful, for 


friends were to be greeted. We were to 
onter on the highway of life and do for 
ourgelf. We were in the beginning of 
our eighteenth year, with only $10 in 
our pocket and the horse wn were driv- 
ing. But we hnd a thorough English 
rudimental education, and

IKE a child who builds a bouse out of blocks, 
slowly and carefully, fitting each piece exactly 
into another, is the big league manager, con- 
structlns a pennant winning baseball club. And 
still like the child with his blocks, if the key- 


stone topples and falls, down conies the whole, 
structure. 


An «»ct style of architecture is necessary to any 


ball club that is to win in the big leagues, and tb^n for 
the rest every manager has his own ideas about the 
trimmings and filigree. A club must have balance 
first of all. It cannot sag here and bag there like a 
suit of clothes that has been badly pressed. 
Often- 


times a star in one position is sacrificed in a trade to 
acquire another man of mediocre calibre, but whose 
talents make him more valuable to fill a pathetic ;ap 
in the team, where the star, who has been passed on. 
would have been of no value at all. That is why the 
fan, who looks for individual merit rather than co- 
operative efficiency, cannot comprehend many trades 
and often criticises a manager unjustly. 


Next, a team must have harmony, and veterans of 


the same say that this is the hardest quality of all to 
engender in a ball club. There are so many petty 
jealousies and imagined slights among ball players 
that a manager has to keep one hand in the bo.t of 
salve all the Urue and the other grasping the jtad. 
passing out a rarefully prepared blend of the two in 
order to maintain peace in his club and get all tbtf 
men working together. The spirit of self-sacrifice is 
not found to be rampant among ball players at their 
work. 


A manager will build and build for several seasons, 


carefully selecting his timbers and painstakingly pick- 
Ing the men to play his parts, and then, wheu he 
thinks that he has put together the machine that ho 
desires, he finds that somewhere a square peg is in .1 
round hole. Sometimes the peg cannot be whittled 
down to fit the whole and he has to find another peg. 
May be at last, when he ba;: constructed a winner and 
has won a pennant and possibly a world's champion- 
ship, some cog refuses to mesh with the others and tho 
whole team crumbles. Then he has to start to build 
again. It is a continual process of renewal, this 
keeping up a big league ball club. And it isn't the 
initial cost of a player, but the upkeep, that counts. 
A wise manager is continually tapping and testing his 
machine for flun-s and weak places whore games am 
likely to leak through. 


Sometimes a part gnes without any warning. 
It 


docs not wear out gradually, but, in baseball parlance, 
"cracks," and this one cog may be so important, so 
vital to the loam that the penant. chances of the club 
"crack" with the man. Of course n manager is always 
risking injuries to ' his stars in every game they 
play, but that is part of the gamble. These are a few 
of the vicissitudes of the successful manager in the 
big leagues. It is a .wise man who knows liis own 
club, its strong and weak points. 


When Clian.ce put together the Chicago Cubs he cre- 


ated one of the greatest baseball machines that, ever 
won a pennant. Five years the club held up before it 
"cracked," and there are those who do not believe 
that it is gone yet. The reason for the permanency of 
this ball club can be found in the perfect balance that 
Chance attained in constructing it. He did not have 
ivst one pitcher on whom he had to depend to win 
u pi-nsanf, but he had Brown, Overall, Reulbacb 
Wester uud, last year, Cole. His pitching staff was 
Weal. It did not have one pinnacle surrounded en- 
tirely by uncertain performers. 
It vnn the same with 


all the positions. The balance of the team was as nice 
as that in the works of an expensive watch. 


As in other walks of life, in baseball a'successful 


man lias to be a shrewd trader. Th.it is where Chance 
has excelled. He has rejuvenated the club acaiu and 
again by his clever trades, which were laughed at 
when they were made. Harry Stoinfeldt has played 
some great baseball for the Cubs, yut he was a cast-off 
when Chance took him from Cincinnati. 
Steinfeidt 


filled a bad gap in the Cubs' infield, and has been as 
responsible, for the remarkable success of the club as 
any inau on the team. 


With Cole still untried and 3n uncertain quantitv 


at the beginning of last season. Chance realized that 
if he was to win another pennant he must bolster un 
the places in his pitching staff where daylight showed 
through. He made a trade with Brooklyn, sending 
three young players to Dahlen for Mclntire 
This 


exchange probably resulted in -Chicago winning au- 
other National League pennant for Mclntire while 
he did not turn out to be the star expected with the 
Cubs behind him, nevertheless won enough games 
against easy teams to help the club a long way toward 
the flag. His coming at the time that he did'was par- 
ticularly happy, as neither Pflester, Overall nor Rcul- 


Jlclatire were the spinal column of the 


trade looked very uncharitable at the time it was 
made and Dahlen was put on the grill for buying a 
gold brick with very thin plating in the three untried 
leaguers from the shrubbery, but his judgment proved 
to be good, as the men received from Chicago turned 
out to be good ball players and helped Brooklyn with 
several ball games. Dahien had a particularly strong 
pitching staff at the time, but he needed youiig Wood 
in his club more than anything else. He had to have 
men whom he could fashion according to his jflens: 
twigs which be could bend as he wished them to grow, 
instead of gnarled "id branches. 
Dahlen realized 


that he ban to build, and he began to build with young 
men. 


Zimmerman on the Bench. 


Chance has used judgment iu keeping substitutes 


on the bench, available In case of injuries to the resti- 
lar players, who are almost as good as tbe Chicago 
Tc;erans. in Zimmerman, the utility man. he has a 
t>a;i player who would f'» playing regularly on any 
other club in cither league. Yet. Chance refused to 
break up his smooth running infield to put this athlete 
in some one's place, even though Zimmerman would 
be almost sure to hit over three hundred. 
But Zim- 


merman has been invalnabJe to the Cubs. 


Wben "Jobnny'1 Evers was tardy In reporting two 


seasons ago Zimmerman went into tbe game nt sec- 
ond base and kept tbe Cubs right up in toe race with- 
out the little Trojan, to wnom many persons credit 
the brains of the team. Again, when Ever? was in- 
jured toward tbe end of the last season Zimmerman 
filled Jn capably, and. while he was no star In the 
world's series, he was not resronsible for the loss of 
any jarames. 


For years "Artie" Hofman wa<? kept a^cx-iatins: 


with the bench, only filling in when a regnlar was

Chance is a great man on "inside" haseVall and has 


drilled it into his men until two seasons ago there 
were many fans who thought that the team exagger- 
ated the benefits to be derived from the "inside" same. 
In short, it was believed by some that flic Cubs in 
their efforts to develop the "inside" game overplayed 
their parts and sacrificed some more valuable depart- 
ments of baseball. 


First, see how Cnanre arranged his batting order, as 


difficult a problem of the baseball manager as the law- 
yer's task In selecting a jury to try his diem, for mur- 
der. Chance has always sent E-pr.s to the bat first— 
little, nervous, fidgety, teasing ".tohnny." whom pitch- 
ers know as a "pest." The records prove that Evers 
has a wonderful faculty for showing the umpire good 
reason why he should get down to first base one way 
or another. He is a bad man with a pitcher and makes 
the twirler working against him pitch to the last 
notch. -Tohn Evers can identify a strike from a lial! 
about as accurately as any man in the bis leasiiw. 
and it is seldom, as pitchers will (ell you. dint he 
makes the mistake "f waving his 1ml at a hnd one. 
Thus lie £ets the advantage for his (cam almost im- 
mediately, for if a pitcher is at nil nervous, starting 
out in tbe face of a big crowd, Kvers' mannerisms are 
calculated to shake the Sphinx. 


This psycholoziesl effect r,f Ever-; on a pitcher has 


nil !«»n fijnired onr. nnd f has i.« ;ho reason that. rii.in«*e. 
puts him up to bat first. He Is the ideal :nan to lead

He Is as sure of "getting on" ns any player can 


be iu baseball. Once on the bases Evers worries the 
whole opposing learn in the field. He supplements his 
actions with conversation, and lie is always keeping 
the basemen on their toes, as he is as slippery as the 
strait and narrow path. 


Slip.ckard follows Evers at the bat because lie can 


either hit tin- ball out or lay it down as the occasion 
seems to demand. Evers and Sbeckard. working to- 
set her. the, latter at tlie bat and the former on" the 
paths, are a wonderful pair of run setters. Than 
Chance sends up his beavy artillery, followed by tbo 
catcher and the pitclrer. Now to disturb tbis hatting 
order would be to drop a grain of sand into the main- 
spring of a valuable watch. 


Each man lias his own set of signals with thp pre- 


ceding batter and the following, and very often these 
signs are changed when, by the "underground routes" 
of baseball, jt. is noised around tbe circuit that signal 
lipping is going on in coriain towns. 
If a base niuner 


misses a signal froin a batter or if t.lie hitter misses 
the signal a whole play may be. spoiled. So the two 
men who bat. togi.-thpr must understand each other 
perfectly .-tnd get accustomed to exchanging tips on 


Suppose that the batter is right banded and the 


catcher signals for a curve on the outside corner of, 
the plate. Evers stoops down and rubs his glove in 
the dirt With the pitch every man on the Cub team 
is on the move toward right field, because baselmil 
scientists have figtircil it out that a right hauctcd batter 
will hit a bull on the outside of the plate to right field. 
Thus this general shifting of the whole Cub team 
toward right iield cuts clown the nude area and re- 
duces the possibility of the batter getting a hit 


All that is necessary to make this system a great 


success is for the pitcher to throw the bail where the 
team has been warned lie is going to pitch it. That 
is why control is such an essential in a pitcher. Sup- 
pose that the whole team has been told that the man 
in the box is about to throw one over the1 outside cor- 
ner and every player starts toward right field with 
tbe pitch. 
/ 


Where the Cubs Failed. 


Kow to continue the hypothetical case, imagine the 


effect if the pitcher throws the ball over the inside 
corner and the baiter hits to left field. He catches 
every one off ha lance, going the wrong way to field 
the ball, and very likely will get extra bases on the 
hit. That is the reason the Cubs were so successful 
when their pitching staff was going right, and had the 
control to throw the ball where the men bad been 
warned it would go. This system, witb a pitcher in 
the box sure of his control, cut down the uncovered 
territory to almost a minimum. 


P.ut last summer this overdeveloped "inside" play 


in the field back-fired on the Cubs because their pitch- 
ers went bad. P.rowu was none too sure of his control 
all season, and the rest of them were- as fickle as "in- 
side" information on a horse race. Time and again 
last season tbe entire Cub team was playing for the 
left field when the pitcher unintentionally double- 
crossed his own supporters, threw the ball over the 
outside, and the batter hit to right, field. 


Many of the Cubs biame 'the lack of control of tbe 


pitchers for the loss of the world's series. Even 
though this running with the pitch, according to the

G!i!U!<v is the only bfe league manager who ever has 


used this system of the meu miming with the pitch 
and ajiticipating the direction iu which the ball will 
!>c hit from knowiug the specimen that is to be served 
to J!io batter. Xo other manager ever felt enough con- 
fidence in bis pitchers to try it, but when Chance's 
staff iv^s in its prime the idea worked out very welt, 
atd. as he was the parent of it. he was very proud of 
iii.< child. At first, u-hrii teachins rhe fielders to start 
wiih the pitch, he had considerable trouble impressing 
on soine -if the athletes, in conuccUon with whose 
cerebral ease the name ivory is sometimes mentioned, 
that they must not start before the pitcher let go of the 
ball, as that gave away the signais to the butter. 


liiMinciively a fielder v.-ould begin to lean in the 


direction that he was going with the pitch as the 
t wirier wound up, and the batter would guess what 
was coining and shift his feet to hit to another field. 
But,, at lust. Chance hnd his team working perfectly 
and covering acres of ground hy this system of his: 
For three years it vrax a brilliant success, and then 
his pitchers wi«nf Iwk on him. 


MrCIraw. who. hy the way. is a great man on insids 


baseball, would never try it because he has always 
declared that, it makes too much difference if the team 
is caught going the wrong way. 


"I've j;oi too uncertain a crowd of flingers." he said 


once. "What do you suppose would happen if I had 
the men attempt to cover the fields according to the 
signals given by my catchers, with 'Hnbe1 Marmiard 
In the box?" 


The writeu was in a hurry and did not trv to tell 


him. ' 


But in spite of all the baseball foresight of Chance 


Ills machine is beginning to crumble in so many places 
now that he cannot plug up the ' ciles and will'have to 
stun to build all over again. The Philadelphia Ath- 
letics are the successors to the Cubs, and they form 
altogether a (iifferpnt type of hnli club. 


Since "Connie" Muck won the championship of the 


American League in infCi. and thpii lost the world's 
championship to the Giants, lip has built up an al- 
most, completely new team. It is of the rough nnd 
ready type, constructed wit of yonuR timber, that 
depends on its robust strength rather than science 
ti win cnmes. The Athletics do not start with the 
pitch. They trust in thp speed in their young legs 
t:> cover ;;round after they know where HIP ball has 
been hit And yet they beat the Cubs at their own 
game, the "inside" pa me, In the suries which gave 
them the world's championship. 


The first shock-that the veteran Cubs received wa» 
h the first same of the series, when "Eddie"'Collins, 
the youthful second baseman of tho Athletics, ennie 
to the bat. Tho Cubs had begun to play with a sort 
of sneer on their faces, acting as if they'wprp making 
a concession to even meet a team of such young men 
for tho championship of'thp world. Their manner on 
the field Implied that, after all. t'.ipy were only doing 
the I'hiladelphia club a favor to consider the team 
so much as to play it. 


Kling arict Collins. 


Collins, a youngster with all sorts of nerve, came to 


the bat. standing for the first time in front of John 
KHng. a bad man with his tongue, who with nU 
monologue \ipset the skill of the debonair "Ty" Cobb 
in two world's series. 
Collins had stolen more hasps 


in the American League than any other player. Kline 
took this fact as his theme.' As "Eddie" rubbed some

Where Gems Are Found in the Streets and Three 
' Toil Yields^ Harvest Worth $2,000,000

T was after the lights were out in the public rooms 
of the Europaer Hof, in Luderitzbucht. where 1 had 
been a guest for two flays In the early part of Sep- 
tember, that the porter knocked at my door to in- 
form me that a stranger desired to see me ou busi- 


ness of the utmost importance. 


Luderitzbucht is the principal port of German South- 


west Africa, as well as the door to the newly discov- 
ered diamond fields of Damaraland, lying among the 
great sand dunes hundreds of feet in height in con- 
tinual motion across the granite plane that follows the 
line of the coast from the Orange Kiver to \Valtisch 
Hay; and, as the only business considered to be of 
uny importance at all at present in that forlorn corner 
of tbe earth was in connection with diamonds, 1 was 
not surprised to learn4that my visitor's object was to 
interest me in a project that concerned the precious 
stones. He proved to be a weazened little German, 
ibout forty years of age, who looked the personifica- 
tion of mystery. 


After swearing mo to eternal secrecy in tbe event 


of my not acceding to the proposition he had to make. 
»nd making me lock my door and pull down my win- 
dow shades, he cautiously produced from recesses of 
bis raiment a three-quarter carat diamond. This stone 
he told me he had found in a part o( Damaraland 
where no diamond claims had previously been located, 
but in a section of country exactly resembling the dis- 
trict of Pomona, with which he was familiar, where 
the most valuable discoveries in the new fields had 
been made. 


My self-imposrd acquaintance Informed me thiit 


his name was Messer and that bo bad come to Da- 
maraland as a baker with the German army that had 
just put down the Hercro uprising. Being of an en- 
terprising and adventurous nature he bad renounced 
bakiug during the excitement attendant upon the 
diamond discoveries and set out; to find a fortune in 
gems for himself. Deciding to prospect to the north- 
ward, he had boarded an old trader at LuderHzburg 
and been wrecked on the coast just opposite Hollam's 
Bird Island, about '250 miles away. With some others 
he had been saved from the wreck and, venturing a 
short distance into the interior, had come upon a vast 
tract of diamondiferous sand—tho counterpart, he de- 
clared, of Pomona—where, he told me, he had found 
the diamond in his possession. 


After many vicissitudes, according to his story, he 


and his companions of the wreck had found their way 
back along the coast to Luderitzbucht. 
Messer bad 


made a rough map of the location of his cldorado, 
on tbe strength of which he had effected registry of 
fifty-one claims by the Diamant Gesellschait that 
controls the entire output of Damaraland, and he now • 
desired to finance an expedition to go buck aud work 
them. Me, as a railroad contractor in Africa, assumed 
by him to be of boundless wealth, he had elected as 
bis "angel." 


During the two days that I had been in German 


Southwest Africa, having come thither on railroad 
business that did not materialize, I had been subjected 
to infection from diamond fever. 
Visiting Pomona 


and some of the great diamond claims in the vicinity 
of Luderitzbucht, such as the ,Weiss-De Million, the 
Kolman's Koop and the Phoenix properties, I had 
heard wonderful stories of tbe sudden acquisition of 
vast wealth. I was shown one spot in the Pomona 
district where twenty negro laborers, working under 
two white overseers, had picked up 00,000 carats of 
diamonds, valued at more than 52,000,000, in three 
days, and at a point about ten miles from Luderitz- 
bucflt I was assured that two white men. had gathered 
8,000 jarats, worth over $300,000, in a single afternoon. 


Other as wonderful tales had been related and I had 


ceased to wonder that in Damaraland men ou horse- 
back as well as ou foot kept their eyes on the ground, 
since anywhere precious stones might lie under one's 
feet. Diamonds have frequently been found in the 
streets of Luderitzbucht, and more than once I had my- 
self experienced a thrill on catching a gleam from the 
dirt of tbe pavement, which, on investigation, wouid 
prove to be from the fragment of a broken bottle or 
other negligible glassware. 


. . T h e great mass of the diamonds of Damaraland are 


I^jund in the narrow valleys between the moving sand 
flnnes^on a granite surface, with its carpet of three to 
four-inch'es.of sandi, always with a tuft caused by the. 
blowing particle*.-'• IE these flat places negro laborers. 
in bands of from ten to fifty, with an overseer to every 
ten or twelve men, crawl slowly on their knees over the 
sand in search of the gems, each one carrying a bottle 
in which he drops them as they are found. 


Fifty laborers will thus scan about an acre a dav. 


They are entirely naked except for a breechcloth un'il 
pads for bands and knees, which, with the persons of 
their wearers, are thoroughly searched whenever they 
leave work. One feature of diamond hunting in Da"- 
iBaralp.nd that seems almost uncanny lies in the cir- 
cumstance that the same thoroughly searched area 
may be gone over again :i few months afterward with 
an almost equally successful result as on the first in- 
spection, proving that these gems are continually on 
tbe march. 


Jlesser came at tbe right moment to precipitate dia- 


mond fever in ray- case. He had already been able to 
raise enough on the potentiality of wealth resulting 
irom his discovery among the bakers of Luderitzbnrg 
to pay the fees for the registration of his clnims, and I 
believer] that opportunity had knocked at my door 
with him. Before making term* with Messer. how- 
ever. I discussed the matter with Otto H. ScTmiler. a 
geologist I had known at the. Kltnhertey diamond 
mines. He was a roan of thirty-five or thereabouts 
who had been expert engineer in the Schullnr Brothers' 
mines near Pretoria, of. which he was part owner, and 
who then represented one of the biggest diamond firms 
in the world. T.-lrich's, nt. Kimborloy. 


Scnuiler had cr<me to Damaraland to study condi- 


tions in the new diamond fields, but when t tn!3 him 
w;iat ;Jesser bad told me and offered to put up tho 
money for a prosp»r-ting expedition and share profits 
with him, if there were any. provided he would ar-coai- 
pany me in hi? capacity as diamond expert, he nc- 
ccpted the proposition with alacrity.

Island, and that at least a 
score of expeditions that bad gone in that direction 
to locate claims had not since been heard of. 


However, Schuller, Messer and I firmly believed 


that another Pomona was awaiting ns to the north 
and nothing could dampen oiiv enthusiasm, although 
during the three days we were setting the expedition 
ready the entire white community ,iid its best to dis- 
courage us. There were plenty of pack animals to 
be had m Luderitzbucht. by reason of the fact that 
the Germans had imported camels and donkeys from 
Egypt for the use of the army in Hie war wlfh the 
Hp.reros, and these animals were brought fcom the 
grazing lands further north by sea at small expense. 


I purchased for our journey nine camels three 


donkeys, a horse and a mule. The mule was a "find " 
He was a particularly big and powerful brute, and 
n.id been ridden by a German oflicer dtirin" the He- 
rero campaign, but had become so vicious that'lit- was 
expelled from the army and sent to Luderitzbtiri: to 
be sold. It occurred to mo that a few days' f'avol 
carrying weight, in the sand would chance that rattle's 
point of view, when his great strength would be valu- 
able—and I was not mistaken.

' The const of Damaraland is like no other part of the 
world, tor five hundred miles the giant sand dunes, 
pushed unceasingly by the winds from the southwest, 
are piling up at the water's edge to the hcicht of hun- 
dreds of feet, during the periods that the "tide is out.

turns. Synin of the largest of these dunes have been 
known to move as much as nine feet in twenty-four, 
hours. The effect when the incoming tide cuts' them 
down for as many miles in either direction as the eye 
can reach and the ever oiicominz sand behind pours 
over the edge is like a limitless brown Niagara 
To 


vt-niure far among the sand dunes without a" compass 
is to court almost certain death.

aroused by Governor Herbert S. Hadley offering a 
prize of $000 to any one who could invent or suggest 
a better nickname for Missouri than "Show Me." 


Governor Hadley is a native "Jayhawkcr." He con- 


ceived the idea that there was as much of n sugges- 
tion of the incredulity of ignorance as of hard headed 
inqulsltiveness In the expression "I'm from Missouri; 
you've got to show me." The Governor advocated tbe 
"Pioneer State" as a new nickname for Missouri, be- 
cause, as he said, Missourians bad been the pioneers 


in developing the rast territory west of the Missis- 
sippi River. 


The people of Missouri, and many outsiders, when 


they heard of Governor Hartley's proposed prize, rose 
up as one man and demanded to be shown why 
"Show Me" was not the very best nickname ,Missouri. 
could have. 
Governor Hartley Avas convinced by the 


result of the contest that a great majority of the peor 
pie of the State were eminently satisfied with "Show 
Me" as the nickname of Missouri, while many resent- 
ed even the suggestion of a change.

For this 
reason it behooves persons to understand some 


of the laws, and regulations by which it is governed 
and tbe.best methods of preparing • mail for trans- 
mission and delivery. 
People complain of the Post 


Office Department, but they have little idea of what 
the officials contend with. For instance, some persons 
take a delight in using odd shaped or small envelopes. 
Ail this means delay in tbe post office routine, and the 
postmaster of one of our large cities is so annoyed by 
them that he says:—-"If I had tbe power I would make 
it a rule that envelopes of specified and approved sizes 
and shapes only wonlrtTbe allowed in the transmission 
of correspondence, the minimum to be three nnd a half 
by six and a half inches, and M>e maximum size to be 
five by eleven." Instead of this the post office is 
flooded with envelopes from those that hold a tiny 
calling card to those used for large photographs. 


Wben.jt is considered that tbe pigeon hole cases In 


the post office for tbe distribution of mail and circu- 
lars cannot be adapted to any and all sizes of enve- 
lopes, nnd that it Js not. practicable to have additional 
cases for each size package likely to be mniied. one 
readily sees that this postmaster is not suggesting 
anything unreasonable. Yet probably not one person 
onl. of .1 hundred thinks of this in mailing matter. 


Of conrse every post office department wishes to 


work as rapidly as possible, and this is another reaso-i 
for using uniform size of cnvciopes. All letters are 
stamps with .1 stamping machine, but the drp.irf- 
»ent is always considerate. 
For instance. !* oae 


sends something, that "may crush if the machine 
stamps it. Jt.ean be marked, ".Not for cancelling ma- 
chine." and the officials will take note of it and treat' 
it with care.

Tbe post office clerks bave instructions to look out for 
such markings and to try to observe them when pos- 
sible. 


In fact,-it is surprising what a well regulated ma- 


chine tbe Post Office Department is. Of conrse it has 
gained this efficiency as the result of decades of 
practical adaptation of the latest requirements for 
business and social intercommunication. To carry on 
irs business Systematically is a tremendous undertak- 
ing, which could be simplified if people understood its 
organization and realized tbat when unsatisfactory 
results are obtained It is often the'fault of the in- 
dividual rather'than of the Post Office Department. 
Take tbe matter of insufficient and illegible addresses. 
Millions of letters go wrong just because of these 
mistakes. These can be corrected sometimes by the 
sender or they may reach (he Dead Letter Office, but. 
there are also thousands of letter.-.- that are mailed 
without'postase. and it is a common fault, especially 
with women, to put no return address on a letter. 


The Return Address.

so that mail could be returned lo tlm sender within tb(; 
time specified. 
IE the nanie and address of the sender 


are alone affixed, a package is held for thirty days and 
is returned to the sender fron; the post otfice to which 
it. was originally sent. The request that it be returned 
in five days saves time and expense. 


Many persons do not know that uncnnceiled nnd 


unserviceable postal cards arc redeemable in postage 
stamps- by the original purchaser at seventy-five per 
cent of their value- and that stamped envelopes spoiled 
in addressing can be redeemed .it, the stamp window 
of the post, cilice. Sometimes a letter is posted that is 
insnliicicnUy prepaid and addressed to a point outside 
of the delivery of the office of mailing. In such a cns-> 
the letter is held and the addressee notified of tbe 
number of stamps necessary to forward it. Immedi- 
ately on receipt of these slumps the mni! is sent "n.

A recent change in the post office regulations which 


is a great convenience, especially.to the travelling pub- 
lic, is that "special delivery'' letters ran be sent by at- 
taching ten cents worth of ordinary stamps instead of 
tbe special delivery stamp. This saves time and if the 
words "special delivery" are written on tJm envelope 
the letter or package is delivered immediately within 
certain limits. Tbe 'hours for free delivery are be- 
tween seven A. M. and eleven r. M. Upon delivery 
ihe messenger procures a receipt from the persons ail- 
dressed or some one authorized tn receive the letter. 


If people niulerstood the value of registering letter? 


they would more often do so. ge.ver.il years ,iso tljor.'. 
was a prejudice to this method on the ground ihat the 
word "registered" on a letter simply induced the post 
office employes to take it. This was unfounded, and 
for the last thirty-live years the. registry system hns 
gradually been reaching perfection. 


Perfection of Routine. 


As it matter of fnct, the routine is so perfect, that.

This office 
makes every possible effort to rind persons to whom 
letter.- arc addressed, nnd its system is l>eing improved 
constantly. A competent force makes the linudllus of 
mail complete ami expeditious. Certain personfe"are 
onga.ceil for the purpose of deciphering addresses nnd 
cnrrcclinc them so letters can be forwarded to.their 
destinaiion. 
Others open letters without addresses 


and try to find Ihe address of tiio sender. Of course.

They 
mm go so far as to admit tha*c certain phases of the 
work could not have been accomplished without the 
aid of well balanced, bright and serious minded 
women 


The second objection to women studying medicine, 


as advanced by Ihe. samp physician who stood as s 
large stumbling block in the way of their educational 
progress, was 'that only an inferior style of woman 
would enter the medical profession, and again, he said 
that women doctors are and must be Improperly edu- 
cntod. These two reasons advanced were Insufficient 
to bar them ev.e.n at that time, and siuce then their own 
work has proved how foolish ithe reasons were and 
how little attention need to have been given them. 
The objections simply show the attitude toward women 
of thirty years ago who were seeking educational ad- 
vantages and a dignified way of earning a living which 
would at tlie same "lime lielp the suffering world in 
which they liv.ed. 


The remuneration for medical sen-Ices Is no InsufH- 


ciept detail in choosing this profession. The success-
